The  illegitimate  birth  rate  was  1'3  per  1,909  of  the 
population,  the  same  as  in  the  ])revious  year.  The  proportion 
of  illegitimate  births  to  legitimate  was  1 to  12,  compared  with 
1 to  13  in  the  previous  year. 

The  increased  ])roportion  of  illegitimate  births  is  un- 
fortunately only  to  be  expected  as  a corollary  to  war  con- 
ditions, associated  as  these  alwavs  are  with  a tendenev  to 
the  lowering  of  the  ordiiiary  moral  standards.  In  addition, 
the  number  of  extra-marital  conceptions  which  would  other- 
wise result  in  legitimate  births  by  the  prior  marriage  of  the 
])arents  tends  to  be  reduced  under  war  conditions  owing  to 
the  constant  moAmment  of  the  pojuilation,  resulting  in  the 
separating  of  the  parents  before  such  marriage  can  be 
arranged. 
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Whatever  in  ay  he  tlie  main  reason,  these  illegitimate 
hirths  form  a serious  problem  liotli  in  respect  of  tlie  mothers 
of  tliese  (‘liildren  and  as  regards  the  future  of  the  children 
themselves.  The  AhuT  Diocesan  Vcdiintary  AYelfare  Associa- 
tion has  for  many  years  hetni  doing  valuable  work  in  this 
held,  but  further  lielj)  was  muasssary,  and  the  rk)unty  (k)uncil 
deluded  io  a]ipoint  a s])e(dal  Welfare  Visitoi'  to  undertake 
1he  work  for  the  hounty  and  give  all  the  hel])  and  advice 
she  could  to  the  unmarried  mother  and  her  (diild.  This 
appointment  had  not  been  made  in  the  year  to  which  this 
report  refers.

There  were  2,891  deatlis  registered  in  the  County  in  1943, 
an  increase  of  222  on  the  figuia'  for  the  jirevious  year.  The 
death  rate  of  T2'd  ])er  1, ()()()  ])opulation  is  slightly  higher 
than  tlu'  death  rate  of  12'1  for  Knglaiid  and  Wales,  which 
in  its  turn  was  an  increase  over  the  1942  figure  of  114). 

44ie  incrt'ase  in  deaths  over  the  1942  figures  is  chiefly 
accounted  for  by  an  increase  ot  1 1 1 in  deaths  from  intluenza 
and  res])iratory  diseasivs,  an  incrmtst'  of  191  in  deaths  from 
heart  disease,  and  an  increase  of  3o  in  deaths  from  pre- 
maturity and  diseases  of  the  newly-born,  (kincer  caused  a 
slight  increase  of  eight  deaths,  but  it  is  interesting  to  note 
a marked  de(*rease  in  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  breast,  32 
being  attributed  to  this  ('ausi'  as  against  bl  in  1942.  In  all 
other  causes  of  deaths,  the  figures  tended  to  be  smaller  than 
in  the  ])revious  yeai‘,  and  deaths  from  tuberculosis  were  1< 
fewer  than  in  1942. 

44ie  ima-eased  deaths  associated  with  heart  disease  and 
res])iratory  diseases  were  nearly  all  in  the  age  grou])  95 
years  and  over,  ihe  rates  in  the  other  age  groups  for  these 
diseases  vai'ying  very  little  as  (“om])ared  with  ihe  ])revious 
year’s  figures. 

The  ])rinci])al  causes  of  death  in  the  r\)unty  were  once 
again  heart  disease  tfi'blb  cancer  ('blj  t,  and  intra-cranial 
vascular  lesions  (245),  which  accounted  for  over  50%  of 
the  total  deaths.

These  figures  sliou  that  tin*  w hoh‘  of  the  increast'  in 
the  rate  as  compared  uith  1949  can  lie  a ttrihutahle  to 
premature  birth  or  the  gioup  of  causes  iinduding  1)irth  injury, 
infantile  diseases  and  congenital  malformations.  Total  deatlis 
from  all  other  causes  uere  actnally  less  than  in  1942,  nhicli 
was  the  year  of  the  lowest  I'ecorded  I'ate. 

D'eaths  occuiT‘ing  soon  aftei'  birth,  accounted  for  (diietl,\ 
by  jirematurity  or  infantile  diseases,  re])resented  69%  of  the 
total  infant  deaths  in  194-1,  as  compared  with  ')6%  of  these 
deaths  in  1942,  42%  in  1941,  and  54%  in  1910.  Deaths 
attributed  to  prematurity  alone  represent  38%  of  the  total 
infant  deaths  in  1943,  30%  in  1942,  20%  in  1941,  and  25% 
in  1940. 

With  these  figures,  those  of  stillbirths  must  also  be  con- 
sidered, and  it  is  found  that  there  were  116  stillbirths  in 
1943,  as  compared  with  95  in  1942,  representing  a rate 
of  35  per  1,000  births  for  1943,  as  against  28  per  1,00(1  births 
for  1942. 


The  causes  of  iliis  increased  loss  of  ])oteiiiial  (dtizeiis 
e-aiiiiot  be  ascertained  from  the  facts  at  })resent  available, 
nor  can  it  yet  be  known  whether  tliis  increase  in  the  neo- 
natal and  stillbii-th  rates  is  of  a lemi)orary  nature,  but  it 
would  a])])ear  that  there  is  an  indication  tor  increased  careful 
attention  being  ])aid  to  ihe  liealih  of  ex])ectant  mothers  and 
for  special  ])rovisiou  for  tlie  (‘are  of  ])rematui‘e  ajid  Aveakly 
infants.  Action  taken  since  ilie  i)eriod  to  wlii(*h  1his  rei)ort 
relates  has  already  been  taken  willi  res])eet  to  llie  care  of 
premature  infanis,  but  im])roAnmient  in  ilie  healtli  of  tlie 
expectant  motln'r  Avill  de])end  u])on  a widei'  a])])li(*ation  of 
ante-natal  care  and  an  increase  in  ihe  attention  given  to  iliis 
by  Health  A^isitors  and  Midwives — an  objec't  very  dithcult  to 
attain  in  view  of  the  shortage  of  these  otHeers  at  the  present 
time.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

As  from  October,  1943,  the  work  of  dealing  with  the 
examination  of  bacteriological  specimens  for  patients  living 
in  the  County  was  transferred  to  the  Area  Laboratory  at  the 
Driffield  Emergency  Hospital.  The  bacteriological  and 
biological  examination  of  milk  continues  to  be  Tindertaken 
at  the  tNorth  Riding  Laboratory  at  Scarborough,  and  the 
examination  for  specimens  in  connection  with  the  A^enereal 
Diseases  Scheme  is  undertaken  at  the  Laboratorj^  at  the  Hull 
Royal  Infirmary  and  at  the  Isorth  Riding  Laboratory. 

Chemical  examination  of  milk  and  other  foods  and 
examination  of  water  samples  is  undertaken  by  the  Public 
Analyst.

HOSPITALS. 


There  are  no  (xeneiail  County  Hospitals  administered 
under  the  Public  Health  Acts,  althon»di  “ Thi'  Avenue 
Hos])ital  at  Bridlington  provides  84  bi'ds  for  general  (‘ases, 
in  addition  to  8f  maternity  beds.  Idle  Kmt'rgen(‘v  Hospitals 
at  Beverley  and  Didtheld  have  continued  to  jirovidi'  most  of 
the  aei'oinmodal  ion  reiinii'cd  foi*  jiatients  from  the  (\)nnty, 
wliere  arrangements  could  lie  made'  for  them  to  bt'  accepted 
as  “ ti'ansfei'  cas('s  ” under  ilu'  E.iM.S.  Sdienu'.  Arrange- 
ments also  exist  foi'  ]iatients  snffeidng  from  cancer  to  be 
admitted  to  the  T.eeds  Ceneral  Intiianary  and  for  “general” 
cases  ti'om  the  ai*ea  of  the  C^ounty  iieai'  York  to  be  admitted 
to  tile  York  Cdty  (teneral  Hos]iital. 

There  have  been  no  (dianges  in  resjiect  of  the  ]irovision 
of  hospital  beds  foi‘  maternity,  infectious  diseas(\s  or 
tuberculosis  cases. 

The  recommendations  of  the  First  Eteport  of  the  Nurses’ 
Salaries  Committee  have  been  adopted  so  far  as  they  affect 
the  nursing  staff  of  all  the  hos])itals  administerial  by  tlie 
fYuntv  Council.

The  year  has  seen  the  ])ubli(‘ati(m  of  the  Deport  of  the 
iMidAvives’  Salaries  Committee,  and  the  (^ounty  Council  has 
ayreed  to  adojT  the  rei'ommendations  of  the  Report  in  full.

These  latter 
(*onsid(n‘ati(Ans  are  linked  u])  AAuth  the  future  provision  of 
i\faterniiy  Houac  a(‘c(Am modati(An  in  the  C(Auniy,  as  it  Avould 
ap]Aear  that  many  advantayes  AAXAuld  ac'crue  if,  Avhenever 
]Aossible,  the  domi(dliary  midAvifery  serAUCt'  aaus  (d<Asely  linked 
Avitli  insi ituiional  midAAufery  jAroAusion. 

The  (kAumvil  has  de(dded  that  all  diAmiciliary  uiidAviAms 
employed  by  the  Council  shall  be  trained  for  the  administra- 
tion of  gas  and  air  analgesia. 
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Tlie  difficulty  of  obtaining  new  staff,  resignations  and 
illnesses  among  existing  staff  liave  so  far  not  only  made  it 
impossible  in  many  cases  to  apply  tlie  new  conditions  of 
service  as  to  off-duty  time,  but  have  made  it  extremely  bard 
to  maintain  the  service  under  the  ju'evious  conditions,  and 
thanks  are  due  to  those  midwives  who  have  loyally  stuck 
to  their  guns  ” over  a ])eriod  made  more  ditHcult  by  continued 
“ black-out  ” (“onditions,  winter  road  conditions  made  worse 
by  military  movements,  and  the  increasing  delays  associated 
with  essential  repairs  to  motor  cars.

The  constantlv  increasing  demand  for  institutional 
accommodation,  and  the  fact  that  all  the  available  accom- 
modation is  in  the  northern  part  of  the  County,  resulted  in 
the  Council  deciding  to  take  steps  to  provide  accommodation 
in  the  Beverley,  Holderness  and  Howden  areas  of  the  County, 
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and  as  a first  move  in  this  direetion,  arrangements  were  put 
in  hand  towards  the  eud  ol  tlie  year  to  eonvei't  the  first  Hoor 
of  the  infirimu'v  Block  at  I lie  Ihiveriey  Emergeney  Hospital 
into  a materiiiiy  unit  to  ])rovide  twenty  matei'iiity  beds.  J'^o 
work  on  the  neeessary  strmdairal  alterations  lia'd,  liowever, 
been  jiossihle  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

HOME  HELPS. 

A Home  Hel])  Service  was  instil  nled  early  in  the  year, 
hut'  great  ditlieulty  was  found  in  obtaining  suitable  ^AU)nlen 
to  act  in  this  ea])aeity,  and  at  lli(‘  (md  of  the  year  only  five 
women’s  names  were  on  the  jianel  arranged  by  the  Council. 
These  women  attended  11  eases  during  the  year. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

Then'  were  tw’o  maternal  deaths  in  the  County  during 
the  year,  both  being  ascribed  to  other  ])uerperal  causes.  The 
maternal  mortality  rate  was  O'bd  ])er  1,000  live  births  (the 
lowest  ever  recorded — the  jin'vious  lowest  being  1'40  in  lOOOj, 
whilst,  that  tor  England  and  Whiles  was  2'^0.

ORTHOPAEDIC  TREATMENT. 

Thei'e  has  been  no  change  during  the  year  in  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  out-patient  treatment  of  children  crippled  by 
tuberculosis  or  other  causes. 

Nine  children  v'ere  sent  for  treatment  to  the  Adela  Shaw 
Orthopcudic  Flospital,  Kirbymoorside,  three  being  admitted 
under  the  Maternity  and  Child  dVelfare  Scheme,  and  six 
through  the  Tuberculosis  Scheme.

Tliere  has  been  no  great  eliange  in  the  provision  of 
aeeonnnodation  for  mental  defectives  during  the  yeai‘.  When 
the  Air  Ministry  o(‘cupied  the  Urandesburton  Institution  in 
1941,  the  ])atients  were  transferred  to  seven  institutions  in 
various  jiarts  of  the  (“ouiitry.  SiiU'e  then,  four  more  institu- 
tions have  accepted  ])atients  from  the  East  Riding,  and  there 
are  now  179  mental  defectives  in  outside  institutions.  In 
addition  to  the  beforementioned  figure,  there  are  14  patients 
in  the  Dritheld  Public*  Assistance  Institution,  which  is 
certified  to  receive  mental  defectives,  under  Section  47  of  tlie 
^fental  Deficiency  Act,  1914.

A te|)ort  on  the  arrany<'ni(Mits  in  opei'ation  foi*  dealing' 
with  persons  suffering  from  t ubei'eulosis,  embodying 
suggestions  for  the  possible  future  development  as  regards 
aseertainnient , treatment  ami  alter  e.ire,  vas  subinitted  to  the 
Tuberculosis  Services  Sub-tfornmittee  towards  the  end  of  10T6.

Comparison  of  the  acdual  figures  for  attendances  at  the 
various  dispensaries,  the  use  of  X-ra\  facilities  and  visits 
to  pjatients’  homes,  as  eonij)ared  with  the  expected  figures, 
api>eared  to  confirm  a j)ie\ious  supposition  that  these  existing 
facilities  Avere  inadetjuate,  and  not  readily  available  to 
patients  in  all  })arts  of  the  area,  and  recommendations  were 
made  for  im])roving  dispensar\  and  X-ray  fa(dlities  and  for 
the  increase  of  Jiiedical  and  nursing  staff.  These  reconi- 
niendations  included  the  suggestion  of  eo-oj)eration  with 
adjoining  Authorities  on  the  borders  of  the  Administrative 
County. 

2.  Tkeatment  Eacleities. 

P II  lin  o nil  i-y  Disease . 

Uayw’ell  Sanatorium  provided  49  beds,  but  these  were 
not  fully  oc(*upied  owu'ng  to  a shortage  of  both  nursing  and 
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domestic  staff.  Tn  addition,  special  forms  of  treatment  were 
ditficnlt  of  application  at  tlie  Sanatorium  hecause  of  tlie 
abseiK'e  of  an  X-ray  apparatus  and  the  fa(‘t  that  patients 
needinp'  X-ray  examinations  had  to  he  taken  to  Plull  for 
the  purpose.  Heds  were  obtained  whenever  possible  at  the 
TTull  City  Sanatorium  and  at  the  Fairfield  Sanatorium,  York, 
hut  the  waiting  list  of  patients  for  sanatorium  ireatmeni 
could  not  he  coped  with  adequately. 


Noil  -p  u Imonary  Disease . 

Beds  were  obtained  when  available  at  the  City  of  York 
(leneral  Hospital  and  at  the  Harlow  \Yood  and  Kirhymoor- 
side  Orthopredic  Hospitals. 

Special  operative  treatment  was  ari’anged  for  in 
appropriate  hos]u'tals  as  (xnaision  demanded,  and  faidlities  for 
ultra-violet  light  ihei'apy  were  ohtainahh'  by  similai-  methods. 


Recommendations  included  tlu'  extension  of  bed  accom- 
modation and  tin'  |)rovision  of  an  X-ray  a])paratus  and

( 'onqmratively  little  was  being  accomplished  at  the  time 
of  the  Rejnu't,  and  I't'com mendat ions  were  made  resj)ecting 
the  formation  of  Aftt'r-Cart'  Commit tet's  to  lu'l])  in  the  ])lacing 
in  suitahh'  work  of  tin'  cured  and  “ (|uiescent  ” cases,  and 
the  lU'ovision  of  Aftei'-Cai'e  ('olonies  for  cast's  not  suitable  for 
ahsoi*])tion  into  industry  undt'r  nornial  or  contrtdled  con-

Xo  (dianp'e  lias  oeeiirred  in  the  facilities  ])royided  for  the 
tieaiinent  of  ])ersons  sufteidnp’  from  juilnionary  tuberculosis, 
luit  considerable  ditHiuilties  exist  in  finding-  accommodation, 
and  at  one  period  of  the  year  the  beds  at  Raywell  Sanatoidum 
were  only  partly  ociuqiied  owinp'  to  slmi-tage  of  nursing-  and 
domestic  staff. 

Seventy-two  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Raywell 
Sanatorium,  compared  with  117  in  the  previous  year.

DISPENSARIES. 

There  has  been  no  cliaiige  in  the  arrangements  made  for 
the  dispensar3’  supervision  id  patients  suflering  from  tuber- 
culosis. 

Four  liundred  and  eight  new  cases  (including  contacts) 
uere  seen  at  the  hve  Dispensaries  in  the  Coiintj'-  during  the 
3'ear,  12U  of  whom  were  found  to  be  suffering  from  tuber- 
culosis. In  the  previous  .year,  the  hgures  ^vere  386  and  140 
respective]^'. 

Tlie  numi)er  of  contacts  examined  was  173.  In  8 cases, 
a diagnosis  of  tuberculosis  uas  established,  151  ])atients  were 
found  to  be  free  from  the  disease,  and  the  remaijiiiig  14 
cases  are  still  under  observation.
